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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The amendment filed 6/1/04 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is 
not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The amended specification includes 
new matter that was not submitted in the original specification. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 

art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 15-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

The Examiner fails to understand how the invention works. It is not understood 
how the lifl; platform works and how it is connected to the aircraft and the door. How do 
the means for driven the platform work? The applicant seems to cite various known 
means to deploy the platform but the details are not shown. Is there any criticality to 
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these various deployment means? The drawings are too vague to understand how the 
system operates so as to understand specification and the claims. Please explain. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this titie, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 15-36, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as obvious over Sibley et al 
4162776. 

Sibley et al 4162776 discloses system having a mounting structure within a body. 
The system has a mounting structure, platform 34 where a camera/sensor 90 is mounted, 
linear guide (see figure 5), and mechanism 50 for moving the platform. As for the 
mechanism that is electrically, hydraulically, magnetically, pneumatically, linear motion 
screw, or clutch and brake driven, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to 
have used any mechanism that is needed to drive the platform. The applicant has not 
disclosed the criticality of different mechanisms. 

Response to Arguments 
The Examiner has rejected the newly amended claims with Sibley et al 4162776 
which has meet the limitation of the claims.
